CYBERSPACE is becoming the 
scene of an increasingly bitter battle 
of the blogs. 

On Monday, Thanet councillor Simon Moores, 
author of the popular Thanet Life weblog, said he 
was suspending activity on his site. 

He is now at the point of quitting altogether 
after attempts to “discredit 
his character” started to 
affect his family life. 

The Tory councillor is 
frustrated by gossip and 
rumour about him, perpetu¬ 
ated, he claims, by “the left- 
wing element in Thanet”. 

His children have been 
abused at school, he says, 
while there have been accu¬ 
sations about his character 
and business activities 
banded about online. 

Dr Moores says the slurs, many from rival blog¬ 
gers, are now affecting his abilities as a councillor, 
while being potentially damaging to his business 
interests. 

He said: “I can handle criticism, but I won’t accept 
circumstances where my family are involved. 

“I’ve a reputation that has taken 20 years to 
build up, but now if you search my name a whole 
host of unsavoury allegations crop up which sug¬ 
gest I’m guilty of this or guilty of that.” 

The owner of AirAds, the aerial advertising 
firm, has run his blog since October 2003. 

If the Thanet Life site is removed, five years 
worth of postings, a thousand aerial photographs 
of the area and archives of local history will be 
lost, says Dr Moores.

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STRIKE LOOMS: Residents are being urged not to put out bins on certain dates 

Get ready for a 
rubbish build-up 
as strike looms

A THREATENED series of 
four one-day strikes could 
affect thousands of residents. 

Refuse collections will not take place 
on February 13, 21,29 and March 30, 
if GMB members employed by the 
council’s waste and recycling teams do 
not turn up for work. 

Residents are facing having a back¬ 
log of rubbish as waste and recycling 
collections come to a halt and street 
cleaning will also cease. 

The GMB union, which represents 
a number of council employees in the 
waste and recycling team, has called 
the strikes in a dispute over union 
recognition for pay bargaining. 

Meanwhile, Thanet council has 
called in the conciliation service 
ACAS to intervene and solve the dis¬ 
pute without strikes taking place. 

The council says it has been talking 
to both the GMB and also Unison, 
which is recognised for its bargaining 
over staff pay and conditions, ever 
since it became aware of the issue. 

The council has been advised that 
the ballot covered 81 members of the 
GMB, all employed in waste and 
recycling. 

Residents are being advised not to 
put anything out for collection on the 
strike days, as there is unlikely to be 
any collection of household waste or 
recyclable materials. 

If you are on a black bag collection, 


you are advised to keep your waste 
until the following week and then 
put it out as normal on the usual day 
of collection. 

Those in the wheelie bin scheme are 
being asked to put both bins out for 
collection the following week on their 
usual day of collection. Priority will be 
given to emptying the black-lidded 
waste bins during that collection. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, deputy leader 
of Thanet council, said: “We’re com¬ 
mitted to trying to resolve this dispute 
without the need for industrial action 
and we’re disappointed that the possi¬ 
bility of strike action is looming for our 
residents, as it will affect one of the 
council’s key frontline services. 

“I’d like to make it clear that the 
council has not refused to recognise 
the GMB. 

“If the council agrees to this 
demand from the GMB, then it could 
find itself in dispute with Unison, 
which currently has the sole right to 
negotiate over pay and conditions. 

‘We would like to apologise to resi¬ 
dents for the inconvenience that this 
action by the GMB will undoubtedly 
cause, if it goes ahead. 

‘We will do everything we can to 
minimise disruption to the services 
affected, but it is likely that there will 
be no street cleaning or refuse collec¬ 
tions on these dates if the action goes 
ahead. 

“This is why the council is doing all 
it can to resolve this. Our message to 
residents is not to put anything out 
for collection on a strike day.” 


Customers pay 
a high price for 
wind farms 

THE subsidy system which funds 
wind farms such as the London Array 
off Margate is one of the most expen¬ 
sive in Europe, according to research. 

The European Commission has dis¬ 
covered that only Italy’s system - 
which is similar to the ‘renewables 
obligation’ in the UK - gives eco- 
friendly electricity-generating compa¬ 
nies a greater expected profit. 

The subsidies themselves come not 
from Government funds - but from 
consumers who pay electricity bills. 

It is expected the cost will be an 
additional £1 billion for customers in 
2010 - rising to three times that 
amount by 2020. 

But while costs rise, industry insid¬ 
ers say the amount of power generat¬ 
ed by such schemes is rising at a 
much slower rate. 

Wind farm supporters say local 
authorities and planners are respon¬ 
sible as they slow down construction 
schemes. 

But the lack of new projects - coupled 
with the subsidies - mean the main 
people to benefit are the renewable 
energy companies themselves as they 
are getting cash and not spending it. 

Currently about £10 per year of 
each household bill goes to support 
the renewable energy sector. 

Peter Atherton, head utilities ana¬ 
lyst at Citi Investment Research, said: 
“The consumer pays. It’s a regressive 
tax on the poor. It’s a bonanza. Anyone 
who can get their nose in the trough is 
trying to.” 

European Union leaders have 
agreed on a binding target of 20 per 
cent of EU energy consumption to 
come from renewable sources by 2020. 

This target is one in a package of 
measures to tackle climate change.

MP offers new 
school option 

THANET South MP Dr Steve Ladyman 
has called for a rethink on school merg¬ 
ers that will affect thousands of children. 

He is asking the county council to re¬ 
examine the merger of Ramsgate single¬ 
sex high schools Hereson and Ellington 
and to look at the future of Clarendon 
House and Chatham House, which could 
be merged on the Chatham House site. 

Commenting on the Ellington-Hereson 
merger, Dr Ladyman said: “Despite the 
Government’s instructions, KCC is 
intending to press ahead with the merg¬ 
er, even though it has no local support. 

“Just as bad, it now seems to think 
that the only way forward is to merge 
the two grammar schools on the 
Chatham House site.” 

Dr Ladyman is pushing the idea of a 
federation campus, which would see all 
four schools on a campus in Pysons Road. 

The plan would be for all the schools to 
retain their independent ethos while 
using some of the same facilities. 

He said: “There would be two gram¬ 
mars and two high schools who could 
still operate as single-sex high schools.”

Westwood 
road is on 
the way 


Potato producers 
have an eye for 
growing market 


WORK on a new road aimed at 
relieving the traffic build-up in 
Westwood has begun. 

Thanet’s Conservatives broke 
ground to celebrate the construc¬ 
tion of the county council and 
Thanet council venture at New 
Haine Road last week, firing off a 
broadside at the previous Labour 
administration and the Govern¬ 
ment after the main shovel work. 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel 
said: “This is about two Conserv¬ 
ative councils working together. 

“There’s not a penny of 
Westminster money going into this. 
It’s a victory for innovation and 
building a business-friendly envi¬ 
ronment for jobs in our area.” 

The scheme is the first phase of 
five road upgrades for the area sur¬ 
rounding Westwood. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale 
said: “Thanet district and Kent 
county are doing their level best to 
get infrastructure in place before 
development takes place. 

“The task would have been a 
whole lot easier, though, if the last 
Labour council, which likes to take 
credit for Westwood Cross, had 
paid a little attention to roads and 
railways when agreeing the plans.” 


THE potato industry has really 
taken root in Thanet. 

A partnership between a grower 
and packager is proving a winner 
with the isle’s consumers, with the 
vegetables also selling well at Tesco. 

Shoppers keen for a local produce 
on their plate are snapping up pota¬ 
toes grown in Birchington and later 
packaged in St Nicholas at Wade. 

The successful partnership between 
Quex Park Estates and St Nicholas 
Court Farm is seeing the potatoes fly 
out of the supermarket’s stores. 

Tesco has been selling the vegeta¬ 
bles in its Kent branches for a year 
now and the arrangement has 
flourished. 

Nick Tapp, St Nicholas Court 
Farm’s managing director, said: ‘We 
are one of the few places who can 
really boast that our produce is gen¬ 
uinely local. 

“They are grown just a few miles 
away in Birchington, packaged here 
and then sold in the area’s Tesco 


stores, so they never leave Kent.” 

The range of local potatoes, which 
includes King Edwards, Desires, 
Maris Pipers, white potatoes, baking 
potatoes and new potatoes, is prov¬ 
ing so popular that the packagers 
are now looking to extend the range 
and supply more stores. 

Anthony Curwen, managing direc¬ 
tor of Quex Park Estates, said: “It is 
very unusual to have the potatoes 
grown, sold and packaged in the 
same county. 

This operation is really putting 
some volume into the local market 
and that is important.” 

The potatoes are also sold at the 
new Quex Barn farm shop in 
Birchington, which opened in 
November. 

Mr Curwen said: “It’s a small out¬ 
let but has been going very well so 
far. In terms of the operation at the 
bam it could be called a micro outlet 
where we really are supplying local 
people with local food.”

Wood is in the middle of a two-year 
supervision order for criminal damage. 

He was ordered to complete 175 hours’ 
community service and ordered to pay 
£60 costs on top of the compensation. 

Chairman of the bench Dennis Talbot 
said: “Don’t come back here again 
because you know where you will be 
going next time - prison.”

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r T Is Margate ugly? Residents 
respond to Bob Geldof's remarks 


THE number of staff earning 
£50,000 or more has burgeoned at 
Thanet council during the last 10 
years. 

The number of middle managers earning big 
money rose from zero in 1997 to 19 in 2007. 
Pressure group the Taxpayers’ Alliance, which 
compiled a report into rising salaries, has criti¬ 
cised council officers’ hefty pay packets. 

Matthew Elliott, Taxpayers’ Alliance chief 
executive, said the number of middle managers 
should be seen in relation to an increase in 
average council tax payments for band D prop¬ 
erties from £646 to £1,248. 

Mr Elliott said: ‘With council tax doubling in 
the past decade, it’s extremely disappointing 
that town halls have chosen to hire a new class 
of middle managers, many of whom are being 
paid more than MPs.” 

Thanet council’s 19 officers on £50,000 or 
above cost the authority a hefty £1,365,000 in 
2007.

That works out at £10.61 per person each 
year in terms of council tax. 

The Audit Commission this week confirmed 
that more than nine out of 10 councils were 
either meeting or exceeding value-for-money 
requirements. 

Thanet council leader Sandy Ezekiel said: 
We’ve recruited the best-quality staff available 
market over recent years to improve Thanet’s 
performance and that means paying a wage in 
line with the market. 

“This council has made significant improve¬ 
ments over the last year or so and a lot of that 
is down to our staff and management. 

We’ve moved from a ‘weak’ to a ‘fair’ council, 
seen one of the biggest increases in the country 
in our customer satisfaction levels, and have 
made major improvements in key areas, such 
as street cleaning and recycling.” 

Richard Nicholson, leader of the Labour 
group on Thanet council, said: “I have watched 


the huge growth in the salary bill, which has 
meant huge rises in council tax coupled with 
rising charges and reduced services. 

“Each year I demand the wage bill is brought 
down and each year the Tory administration 
ignores me. 

“Next year - 2008/09 - the rise in the salary 
bill will be more than £684,000 to residents, 
this alone if paid solely by the council tax would 
mean an increase of nearly six per cent. 

“This will only get worse with predicted fur¬ 
ther rises for the two following years.” 

He added: “This is clearly unsustainable, but 
the Tories seem unable to cope with dealing 
with this and, like rabbits caught in headlights, 
are unable to act except by increasing council 
tax and cutting services. 

“As to Cllr Ezekiel’s assertion of recruiting 
the best, that I have little argument with, but 
why then are service levels only flat and, in one 
case, financial management, falling? 

“No matter how good the staff, one day this 
will be unaffordable and hopefully Thanet will 
have a council to act in the interests of all.”

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Scrap EU fish quota rules, 
demands party leader 


THE leader of the UK Independence Party has 
called for EU fish quota laws to be repealed. 

In November, Yourthanet revealed that 
fishermen setting sail from Ramsgate some¬ 
times have to throw back as many 500 cod, 
even though they are dead. 

Speaking exclusively to this newspaper, 
MEP Nigel Farage said: ‘The 2008 Channel 
cod quota is seven per cent for the English fleet 
but 78 per cent for the French fleet. We must 
take back our territorial waters and we must 
put in place proper fish conservation. 

“Kent’s fishing industry is almost gone now. 
The ports were once full of fishing boats, but 
now there are hardly any left. Go to Rams¬ 
gate or to Whitstable and take a look around, 
there’s hardly anyone left now.” 

Up to 60 per cent of cod are thrown back, 
with many boats lying idle for days on end. 

Mr Farage, a former European Parliament 
fisheries committee member, added: “What 
we have done is give away the greatest 
renewable resource this country owns. There 
is no issue I feel more strongly about.” 


Vodka drinker is bound 
over to keep the peace 

A DRUNKEN man has been bound over to 
keep the peace for a year by magistrates. 

Margate court heard that 40-year-old Pole 
Joseph Horvath, of Dane Road, Margate, 
threatened members of his family after 
drinking several bottles of vodka during a 
24-hour drinking spree. 

He was told that if he keeps out of trouble 
he won’t be punished. 

However, if he appears in court in the next 
12 months he will forfeit cash. 

Supermarket wants to 
harness wind power 

TESCO in Ramsgate has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to put up two wind turbines 
in its car park. 

The 10.5-metre high structures - which are 
new-generation 6Kw turbines - will be used 
to help generate energy for the store in 
Manston Road. 

The application was submitted to Thanet 
council at the end of last month. 

A spokesman for the supermarket said: 
‘We are trying to do our bit to reduce our 
energy consumption - we also want to try to 
reduce our carbon footprint.” 

It is claimed that, between them, the tur¬ 
bines will produce energy equivalent to that 
needed to power six houses.

Funds to continue 
for deprived wards 

MORE money is being pumped into two of the 
isle’s most deprived areas. 

The Margate Central and Cliftonville West 
wards will benefit from two more years of con¬

PRESCRIBING antibiotics for 
coughs, colds and sore throats is 
fuelling the spread of hospital 
superbugs, according to health 
experts. 

The Department of Health launched a 
national campaign this month to highlight the 
problem, warning that resistance to antibiotics 
was on the rise and action was needed now to 
ensure existing treatments remained effective. 

Health Secretary Alan Johnson said: “The 
use of antibiotics have saved countless lives, 
but antibiotics do not work on most coughs, 
colds and sore throats and their unnecessary 
use can leave the body susceptible to gut infec¬ 
tions like Clostridium difficile (C dif).” 

Dr Robert Stewart, who is the medical direc¬ 
tor of Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), said healthcare professionals in 
the county were working to address the prob¬ 
lems raised by the overuse of antibiotics. 

He said: “The use of antibiotics, certain types 
in particular, can actually be the reason they 
[superbugs] get going in the first place. I know 
healthcare professionals are looking at mak¬ 
ing sure the right antibiotics are prescribed at 
the right time and that they are not always 
seen as the answer to all ills.” 

In the second week of KOS Media’s cam¬ 
paign against killer hospital bugs, we spoke to 
Sheila Brown, pharmacist and prescribing 
expert at Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT. 

She explained why the overuse of antibiotics 
has been linked to rising rates of superbugs 
such as MRSA and C dif: “C dif is part of your 
natural flora of beneficial bacteria, which you 
need for good health.” 

She continued: “But when you take anti¬ 
biotics, it does not always discriminate 


between the unhealthy bacteria, so it will 
eliminate the whole population of all of them.” 

Therefore by overusing antibiotics, patients 
leave themselves susceptible to unhealthy 
bacteria growing in place of what was there 
originally, she said. 

“Around five per cent of the population is 
colonised with C dif, which increases to 25 per 
cent of older people. It is not a problem until 
something triggers bacteria to produce toxins, 
which is when you get the side-effects, such as 
diarrhoea, that are associated with C dif. 


“Antibiotics can be the trigger that converts 
the bacterium to become toxigenic,” Mrs 
Brown said. 

Patients who ignore their doctor’s advice to 
always finish an entire course of antibiotics 
are also putting themselves at risk. 

Mrs Brown said: “If you do this, it means 
that not all of the bugs are killed off and the 
ones that survive are most likely to be drug- 
resistant. 

“People are more susceptible [to other bugs] 
because the less resistant strains will have 
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been killed off first, but the bacteria that sur¬ 
vived will reproduce so you are left with an 
infection which is slightly more resistant [to 
antibiotics].” 

She added: “Only use antibiotics when they 
are really needed. If you are using them, 
always finish the course or otherwise you will 
increase resistance.” 

MRSA is one of the hospital-acquired infec¬ 
tions that has developed an increased resist¬ 
ance to antibiotics. 

The message from health experts is that 
antibiotics treat bacterial infections, not com¬ 
mon viruses such as coughs, colds and sore 
throats. 

Mrs Brown said GPs often felt pressured 
into prescribing antibiotics even when they 
were not needed. 

“I think there’s pressure from the public 
thinking that they are the answer to every¬ 
thing. But there are things you can do your¬ 
self,” she said. 

She recommended that people with coughs, 
colds and sore throats saw their pharmacist 
first and tried a range of over-the-counter reme¬ 
dies such as painkillers and throat lozenges.

Scamp survives tumour

appetite. Hazel said: “He hadn’t been eating 
much for three days and my friends said I 
should take him along to the vets.” 

The vet carried out emergency surgery on 
the Yorkshire terrier Cocker spaniel cross¬ 
breed and found that the tumour was iso¬ 
lated so carefully removed the 2.3kg mass. 

Mr Botes said: “An ultrasound revealed a 
large tumour which completely filled the 
abdomen, pushing most of his internal 
organs out of position. 

“It’s the biggest tumour size for a small 
dog I have ever removed. Had it been left, it 
would eventually have killed him through 
organ failure. 

The vet added: “To operate on such a sick 
dog was risky, but thankfully the tumour 
was isolated and had not spread to other 
organs so we were able to remove it success¬ 
fully. 

“However, if it had spread, we would 
almost certainly have had to euthanise the 
dog during surgery.” 

Hazel said: “I thank God it was able to be 
removed. He’s the most beautiful-tempered 
dog I’ve had and he loves anyone who’ll 
make a fuss of him. 

“Everyone at the vets was amazing - 
they’ve all done such a great job, especially 
Ryk.” 

She added: “Scamp’s eating like a horse

Mrs Stewart, from Westgate-on-Sea, could 
not afford the surgery initially so benefited 
from co-operative funding care from Compan¬ 
ion Care, the RSPCA, Blue Cross and the 
Dog’s Trust. 

The financial assistance of the charities 
helped save Scamp’s life.

The isle needs a right royal 
plan to bring back tourists 


WE are often told that our taxes 
spent on pampering the Royal 
Family are worth the investment 
because we get a good return. 

The monarchy brings huge sums of money to 
the country from tourists. So the argument goes. 

At a local level, Thanet obviously does not 
have a queen who will draw in the tourists 
(apart from Margate’s Gay Pride event). Our 
local taxes need to be invested in alternative 
tourist attractions. 

If we had a booming tourist trade, this would 
create work and bring in revenue to bars, cafes 
and retail establishments. Despite fears of 
recession, the population is spending vast 
sums on leisure, so attracting day-trippers and 
weekend- awayers is big business. 

Thanet is ideally located, being easily accessi¬ 
ble to the huge population of London, and soon 
that journey will be a little over an horn- by train. 

The obvious attraction for a seaside town 
would be a mega fun fair, such as at Blackpool, 
Brighton pier or Southend. This is the sort of 


attraction which brings day-trippers and 
holiday-makers time and time again. 

I know that many fear Thanet is losing all its 
green space, but I think we could find space on 
the island. What about opposite the main 
sands in Margate? This, though, is by no 
means the only suitable location. 

We have the potential for many tourist at¬ 
tractions. The RAF museum at Manston (only 
£1 admission) has a fascinating display about 
Ramsgate during the war. 

Why not open up some of the miles of tunnels 
under Ramsgate to be viewed by the public? 
This could be an educational experience, show¬ 
ing us how they were used as air-raid shelters. 

Similar underground displays are very pop¬ 
ular, such as the tunnels at Dover Castle and 
the St Clements Caves at Hastings, which 
were used by smugglers. 

Thanet council seems to have a very different 
view of the future of the local economy, which 
does not make the most of our natural assets. 

It proposes to end grant-funding to two muse¬ 
ums because they are not attracting enough 
visitors. This is a step in the wrong direction. 


The question should be: why is Thanet fail¬ 
ing to attract sufficient visitors? 

The Shell Lady is being built to attract visi¬ 
tors to the old town of Margate, but what else 
will be there if the museum closes? 

There is little to attract a tourist to Thanet - 
we are not the only place in the country with 
nice beaches and some decent architecture. 

The council’s Corporate Plan states: 

‘We want Thanet to be a destination of 
choice for weekenders in the South East and 
the day-trip destination of choice for people in 
east Kent. We will promote a ‘cafe culture’ as a 
major focus for leisure and tourism in all our 
towns through planning and licensing policies.” 

Cafes - what a cunning plan to bring the 
tourists! That coupled with an art gallery. 

I have nothing against having an art gallery, 
but Thanet needs more to offer if it is going to 
attract visitors on a repetitive basis and get 
them to part with their money.

Why did you enter local politics? 

Ninety per cent of being a councillor is community work 
and I've always tried to assist others wherever possible. 
During my former career in the electricity industry I was 
a training, health and safety and staff representative and 
when a back injury ended that manual career I joined the 
Citizens Advice Bureau. The CAB provided me with 
excellent training and experience, which in turn led to five 
years in student welfare at Thanet College. While all this 
was happening I was also heavily involved with local 
resident and community groups. It's been a natural 
progression - I've always been interested in politics and 
when the time was right and my son and daughter finally 
became adults I decided to indulge my lifelong ambition 
and get involved.

The company was the brainchild of 
ringmaster Dr Haze, who was bom to 
a circus family but developed a pas¬ 
sion for music as a teenager. At 20 he 
left the circus to form his first band 
Flash Harry, which was later re¬ 
named Haze. Under various alterna¬ 


tive names, Haze enjoyed some suc¬ 
cess and even supported the likes of 
Depeche Mode and Gary Glitter. 

Dr Haze was unable to escape his 
theatrical heritage, with live per¬ 
formances becoming ever more spec¬ 
tacular. Setting his sights on a bigger 
stage, he enlisted the help of infa¬ 
mous ringmaster Gerry Cottle to cre¬ 
ate something amazing. 

Just six months after they met, the 
first Circus of Horrors show was pre¬ 
miered and a worldwide sensation 
was bom.

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Take your hats off to Panama

OUR little boat was tossing and 
turning on the seas like a ball 
inside a lottery machine, with pel¬ 
lets of rain gushing from above as 
if the gods had gone paint-balling. 

Yet onwards we sped - down the Chagres 
River and into Gatun Lake, which feeds that 
marvel of engineering splitting North and 
South America: the Panama Canal. 

The sky had layers of thick grey-white 
clouds closing in on us, each tier sagging from 
the weight of the one above. Then the wind 
blew and the rain stopped. 

Such downpours are common in Panama 
during winter, which runs from mid-April to 
mid-December. It is one of the wettest places 
on earth - although unlike the rest of Central 
America it doesn’t have hurricanes and is 
warm all year round. 

So much water provides a fertile environ¬ 
ment for plants and wildlife. In its indigenous 
language, ‘panama’ means an abundance of 
fish or butterflies. 

Man has, of course, made his mark with the 
infamous 50-mile canal, but what was impres¬ 
sive is now outdated. 

Last September saw the start of a seven- 
year project to expand the waterway to accom¬ 
modate more and larger ships. Presently, there 
can be queues of up to 100 liners on either 
side. 

The Gatun Lake is deserted, at least in

terms of boats and tourists - although not in 
terms of nature, especially as we approach 
Monkey Island. Here a turtle paddling in the 
water; there a sloth curled up on a branch and 
lots of monkeys in the trees. 

Nor could we escape animals back at our 
hotel, the Gamboa Rainforest Resort. In its 
grounds - the Soberania National Park 
lizards scuttled noisily through the grass; 
agouti (like giant rats on springs) bounded up 
from behind bushes; frogs croaked incessantly 
in a high-pitched trigger. 

And the birds! With its 950 species, Panama 


has more types of bird than any other country 
in Central America. And you don’t need to wait 
for hours to spot them, although there are 
tours to see the more rare ones. At dawn, hum¬ 
mingbirds whizz around the trees, at dusk vul¬ 
tures circle the ocean. 

Of course, the whole country is not wild, 
swampy landscape. Panama City is an incon¬ 
gruous mix of anything but. And it is the view 
from the partially-reconstructed cathedral 
tower of the original old city, Panama Viejo, 
that best tells the story of Panama’s somewhat 
turbulent past. 

From one side is a Miami-style skyline - 
soaring office blocks, new five-star hotels and 
luxury apartments drawing American 
retirees. A gap in the facing wall reveals build¬ 
ing work. Another side exposes water - 
inescapable. And from the last you can see 
ruins. 

Panama was the first European settlement 
on the Pacific coast of the Americas and was 
built and inhabited by the Spanish in the 16th 
century. 

In the late 17th century the city was burned 
down by an English pirate, Henry Morgan, 
and was moved to a place known today as 
Casco Antiguo, Casco Viejo or the Old Quarter. 

With the faded glory of its French, Spanish 
and early American architecture, this part of 
town resembles a cross-between Havana and 
New Orleans. 

It is clear that the country - already one of 
the most stable in Central America - is on the 
up. For history as engaging and fascinating as 
its natural environment, Panama reigns. And 
this time I don’t mean the weather.

LIFE ON MARS is one of the most- 
talked about television shows in 
recent memory. Managing to satis¬ 
fy both TV critics and millions of 
viewers, it achieved what few other 
programmes ever do. 

It ended after only two series, leaving fans 
begging for more, but John Simm, who played 
main character DI Sam Tyler, was reluctant to 
carry on. 

Thankfully, the creative minds behind the 
award-winning formula came up with a new 
twist on the tale to keep the format going. 

The resulting programme is Ashes To Ashes, 
which sees former Spooks star Keeley Hawes 
take on the fish-out-of-water role, plus the 
return of the regulars we grew to love during 
Life On Mars, most notably DCI Gene Hunt. 

“Ashes To Ashes is very much of it’s own 
making, it has a completely different feel to 
Life On Mars,” says Philip Glenister, who 
plays the outspoken copper. 

“We didn’t want to remake Life On Mars, 
there’d be no point, so the writers were 
adamant about making it its own show, and 
having seen the DVDs of the final show, they 
were totally right. I was blown over.” 

It’s little wonder he was so impressed. The 
first episode sees DCI Hunt and sidekicks 
Chris and Ray tearing along the River Thames 
in a speedboat, armed with machine guns. 

“That’s a bit over-the-top, but it was our 
Miami Vice moment,” he says, laughing. “The 
guy driving the boat was a loon. You just can’t 
let stuntmen loose in speedboats. The director 
said, ‘Come round at a bit of a lick’ so he took 
that to mean going as fast as he could and 
throwing us about.”

If you’re familiar with Life On Mars, the 
premise of this new series is quite simple. 

While Sam Tyler’s escapades took place in 
the Manchester of 1973, Ashes To Ashes trans¬ 
ports us to 1981 London, an important year in 
Glenister’s life: “I’d just finished college and 
was looking for work. I didn’t know what, just 
that I didn’t want a 9-5 thing.

Well, he’s not the big honcho of Manchester 
any more. Gene’s now fairly small-fry in the 
world of the London Met,” explains Philip. 
“He’s become more institutionalised I suppose. 
Gene’s journey throughout the series will be 
interesting. We see a man trying to keep a grip 
on his old-fashioned style of policing, which is 
being moved on. He’s being left behind a little. 

“There’s much more of a melancholic feel 
about him in this series,” he continues. “There 
are hints about his home life which Alex drags 
out of him, so we learn about his state of mind 
and where he’s at from their conversations. 

“The big thing about Gene is that he’s an 
enigma, so the less you know about him the 
better and it’s important to keep that, other¬ 
wise he’s blown as a character.” 

It’s always a worry with our favourite TV 
shows that they’ll go on too long. Ricky 
Gervais knew when to call it a day with The 
Office and Extras, just as John Cleese famous¬ 
ly did with Fawlty Towers years previously. 

We all felt Life On Mars had run its natural 
course, we didn’t want to start repeating our¬ 
selves. But for Gene, he’s become a bit of an 
iconic character and I was happy to carry on 
playing him for a bit longer.”

NICOLAS CAGE is an internation¬ 
al film star, so you’d expect him to 
jet into Britain for an interview 
from his yacht in Monte Carlo, or 
his beach pad in Malibu. Instead, 
he arrives at a London hotel from 
the celeb-packed town of Bath. 

It just so happens that Nic is a gigantic 
Anglophile and has all but moved his family to 
Britain, as well as purchasing a run-down 
castle in Bavaria. 

“I genuinely like the English weather,” he 
says, without a hint of irony. “I like the rain, I 
like the gloomy clouds. Plus, I’ve never had 
much luck with my allergies and sinuses and 
the rain keeps the pollen count down, so I feel 
healthier and can breathe better.” 

His desire to give young son Kal-El (whose 
mother is Cage’s wife Alice and who was 
named by his comic-book geek Dad after the 
real Krypton name of Superman) a European- 
style education, means the star has been 
spending less and less time in his homeland. 
It’s a habit exacerbated by his latest movie -

trained guinea pig who is dispatched on a top- 
secret, world-saving mission. 

He hopes to direct again too; his debut, 
Sonny, came out way back in 2002.

Housing stock 
triples in value 
over decade 

A SURVEY from Halifax estimates that 
the value of the UK’s private housing 
stock rose by 9 per cent - almost £320 
billion - in 2007 to a record £4 trillion 
(the equivalent of £4,000bn). 

This means the value of the housing 
stock has more than tripled over the 
past decade, rising by 208 per cent from 
£1.3 trillion in 1997. 

The value of the private housing stock 
was 3.4 times the value of outstanding 
mortgage debt of £1.2 trillion at the end 
of 2007. 

Ten years ago, private sector housing 
assets were three times higher than 
mortgage debt. 

In 2007 the value of housing assets in 
the south was £2.2bn compared with 
£1.8bn of housing assets in the north. 

The south’s share of the UK housing 
assets held steady at 55 peer cent in 
2007, while the share of the North was 
45 per cent. 

However, the north-south housing 
wealth gap has narrowed over the past 
five years. The south accounted for 61 
per cent in 2002 and the north for 39 per 
cent. 

Interest cut a balm 
to mortgage holders 

LAST week’s Bank of England interest 
rate cut has been cautiously welcomed 
by the property market - amid calls for 
further reductions early in the spring. 

At its monthly meeting the monetary 
policy committee announced the base 
rate of interest would be cut by 25 basis 
points - down from 5.5 per cent to 5.25 
per cent. 

The move is likely to act as a balm to 
pressurised mortgage holders, according 
to some commentators. 

“This is great news, particularly fol¬ 
lowing the latest price report from the 
Halifax, which confirmed prices held 
steady again in January,” said Peter 
Ford, regional director for Townends 
estate agents. 

“Money is now becoming cheaper to 
borrow, which means buyers who previ¬ 
ously could not have afforded to buy, 
may well be tempted back into the mar¬ 
ket and those with properties to sell are 
able to be more flexible - which will help 
with their onward purchase.” 


Falling prices 'are just 
a market correction'

PROPERTY prices are slowly fal¬ 
ling across the UK, with new fig¬ 
ures revealing the average fall-off 
was 0.3 per cent in January. 

The report, compiled by the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research, draws on 
data from a variety of sources to provide the 
most accurate snapshot of the UK property 
market. 

Property experts Chesterton organise the 
poll, which takes on board all the data avail¬ 
able across the market. It is regarded as the 
most accurate barometer of trends by most 
participants in the field. 

Douglas McWilliams, chief executive of 
CEBR, said: “The data is confirming UK house 
prices are edging down. Our current economic 
view suggests that it is unlikely there will be 
a house price collapse. 

“It is more likely that there will be a re¬ 
adjustment in the market, following high 
house price growth of more than 5 per cent per 
annum over the last decade.” 

Mr McWilliams said the slowdown in the 
housing market can be seen across the board, 
for all property types and in all regions, but 
the top end of the housing market continues to 
grow robustly. 

Areas such as Kensington and Chelsea rose 
more than 24 per cent in the last year - more 
than four times that recorded in most other 
parts of the country. 

However, the average price of a property 
held by a retired person dropped for the first 
time since June 2005. 

Robert Bartlett, Chesterton chief executive 
officer, said: “While the figures show property 
prices fell slightly over January, the reality is 
that prices are undergoing a correction. 

‘We believe property prices will remain flat 
to negative two per cent through to spring, but 
with a reduced number of transactions. 

“London’s high-end property market has 
continued to achieve strong growth with sub¬ 
stantial prices still being realised. 

“Property analysts will be watching very 
closely over the month ahead to see what 
impact the non-domicile tax changes will have 
on the property market and the wider economy. 

“I think these figures show that now is the 
perfect time to buy. There is a wide range of prop¬ 
erties on the market and bargains to be had.”

Roomster with a view 
changes look of MPVs 


ONCE derided for Iron Curtain 
flakiness, everyone should know by 
now that Skoda produces robust 
yet keenly priced VW clones. 

But the distinctive Roomster MPV (multi¬ 
purpose vehicle) shows Skoda starting to do its 
own thing. This in-house amalgamation uses 
front underpinnings from a Fabia (VW Polo) 
married to the rear of an Octavia (VW Golf). 

The result is a ‘car of two halves’ in more 
than the engineering sense: firstly a car-like 
front and tidier handling rather than the 
higher driving position and potential wooli- 
ness on cornering of many standard MPVs. 
Secondly, a rear end that seems as capacious 
as rivals like the Vauxhall Meriva. 

Admittedly, there is less visual harmony 
between the two halves; the narrow aircraft- 
style cockpit windows look incongruous 
against the huge glazed rear ‘living room’. 

The interior is more typical Skoda: quality 
mainstream with durable materials, well 
arranged controls and switches - including an 
iPod socket. It might lack French sparkle and

flair, but should last and maintain Skoda’s 
superiority in customer satisfaction polls. 

The steering is nicely weighted for parking 
and driving pleasure and the car not only 
grips well on cornering, but also maintains the 
flatter profile that makes it such a powerful 
rival to conventional small MPVs. 

Refinement is not its strongest suit though 
and tends to be amplified by the big airy rear 
cabin. Varioflex’ rear seating divides into 
three individual folding and removable units, 
though the outer pair are quite hefty, while the 
middle one is child-size only and more likely to 
be folded down as an armrest with cupholders. 

With seats removed, you see why the 
Roomster appeals to sporting types - three 
bikes and masses of gear can be carried safely 
and securely. If you love the outdoor life, a 
panoramic sunroof (£550) will let in more light 
and it has highly effective blinds. 

Pick of the engines? The 1.9-litre VW turbod¬ 
iesel version and the 1.4 petrol as tested here. 
Performance of the latter is not blistering, but 
delivers excellent fuel consumption even if you 
exploit the car’s handling talents. The 1.2 
petrol entry option is too gutless.

The whole package 

ONE of Europe’s biggest corrugated 
packaging plants is being created by 
linking up two next-door paper mills in a 
deal worth about £104 million. 

DS Smith, the international packaging 
giant and office products wholesaler, 
which owns one of the mills at Kemsley, 
near Sittingboume, is taking over the 
other, owned by M-real Corporation, part 
of the Finnish forestry industry giant 
Metsaliitto Group. 

DS Smith’s St Regis business employs 
270 at its mill, and M-real employs 282 
at the New Thames office paper mill. 

The financial side of the deal is made 
up of £60 million cash, pension payment 
of £7 million, and about a further £37 
milli on to modify production for high- 
quality lightweight recycled CCM from 
next January.

Petrol pricing: it r s 
still a taxing issue

THE Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association says 
customers buying petrol or diesel 
should be told how much tax they 
are paying in the process - buying 
50 litres at the pumps costs £20 in 
fuel and a staggering £33 in tax. 

The FTA would like to see fuel receipts 
issued at filling stations detailing the price of 
the petrol or diesel itself, the fuel duty and 
the VAT 

The association says the Government’s pro¬ 
posed increase in fuel duty of 2p per litre on 
April 1 should be scrapped and that users 
should be absolutely clear about the extent of 
the tax which they are already paying. 

The FTA, which represents the transport 
interests of companies operating more than 
220,000 goods vehicles, says the increasing 
cost of oil, and the huge taxes which are added 
to it in the UK, impacts on the whole popula¬ 
tion and is inflationary because everything we 
use or consume is at some stage transported 
by road. 

The FTA’s director of external affairs, Geoff 
Dossetter, said there should be absolute clari¬ 
ty about the tax element in fuel prices: “With 
fuel duty at 50.35p per litre and VAT at 17.5 
per cent, the cost of a typical fill of 50 litres of 
fuel at £1.05 per litre works out at £52.50. 

“This consists of £19.51 for the fuel, £25.17 
for the fuel duty and £7.82 for the VAT. So, for 
50 litres at the pump, we pay £19.51 for the 
fuel plus an eye-watering £32.99 in taxation.” 

The planned 2p per litre increase comes on 
top of a 19 per cent, or 14p per litre, increase in 
the last 12 months. 

A third of the operating costs of the heaviest 
lorries is fuel, and the annual fuel bill for a sin¬ 
gle 40-tonne artic has increased from £26,456 
at the beginning of 2000 to £37,461 in 2007.

Hartsdown key to Blues' 
route out of non-league 

THE development of Hartsdown Park has 
begun, but the ground is just part of the plan 
to take Margate beyond Conference football. 

Chairman Malcolm Rowlett has told 
Yourthanet that the rebuilding of Harts¬ 
down is an integral part in building a 
future for the Blues. 

“It is vital for a club like Margate to have a 
stadium like Hartsdown Park,” he said. “We 
hope when it is finished it will be able to hold 
at least 5,000 fans. We have completed the 
first phase of our development programme 
with the completion of the five-a-side centre. 

“Now we have just got to get the infrastruc¬ 
ture built, which includes changing rooms, a 
clubhouse and a restaurant and bar. 

‘We had to leave Hartsdown Park in 2005 
when preliminary work was being carried 
out. In that time we had to share with 
Ashford Town and Dover Athletic, which 
was a real problem because most of the 
club’s income comes from gate receipts. 

“When you share a ground with another 
club, a large sum of money has to go to 
them. It makes it hard to move forward. 

We have eyes on progressing beyond the 
Conference and with this stadium, once it is 
finished, we will have the perfect venue. 

We have had a good season so far. A place 
in the play-offs is still a realistic target for 
us and being unbeaten in January really 
helped us. The main problem has been the 
injuries, which have hit us hard this year.”
